SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer print-out entitled Biz003.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because the publication promotes and supports the exploitation of children and 
young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication is a computer print-out. It includes two colour photographic images, 
with a caption below them, within a rectangular frame. One image shows two boys, 
who appear between approximately 12 and 15 years of age, kissing and embracing 
each other, and touching each other's genital regions beneath their clothing. They 
have bare upper bodies. The other shows the same two boys, both with bare upper 
bodies, kissing each other with open mouths. The boys have youthful facial features 
and immature bodies. 

This print-out shows children or young persons in a pose of sexual activity. There is a 
moderate degree of nudity. The limited information associated with the photographic 
images on the computer print-out, and by extension on the computer source from 
which it came, provides no context to suggest this is anything other than a work of 
sexual entertainment. Given that the publication shows children or young persons, 
explicitly depicts them in a pose of a sexual nature, and appears intended to arouse 
the viewer, it gives the message that the children or young persons it depicts are 
sexually attractive and available. Thus it promotes and supports the exploitation of 
children and young persons for sexual purposes. 

This publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) provisions are inconsistent with and 
override the rights and freedoms set out in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990. 
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
